The Third Party Fiasco 


I 


N a degree the new party which has fallen by the way at Chi- 
cago faced the same problems that the two major parties it so 


severely condemned had to face. 
The new party prompters 


embraced within their ranks the same divergence of opinion 
that both the Republican and Democratic parties find within 
their ranks and, like them, hoping for success at the polls, tried 
to reconcile as many of the divergent opinions and conciliate 
as many warring factions as it could in the making of its plat- 
form. 


Old line politicians will now jeer at the Forty Eighters for 


their failure and many there will be to say "I told you so." 
But, 


as a matter of truth the original Committee of 48 contained 
many men of great ability, of admitted worth as citizens and 
loyal to the best traditions of our republican institutions. And 
in the principles they espoused are the rudiments of a solid 
party, in thoro harmony with the pure democracy of Jefferson 
and Lincoln.

The weakness of the Forty Eighters was in their candidate 


For some inexplicable reason they stuck thru thick and thin for 
Senator La Follette as their choice of presidential candidates.1 
The Wisconsin senator has certain qualities to commend him. 
He is a born fighter. He redeemed his state from reactionary 
rule and caused many advanced laws to be written on her 
.statute books, just as Senator Johnson rescued California from 
the rotten rule of the Southern Pacific railway and promoted 
progressive legislation there. 


But with all his claims to the contrary notwithstanding, 


Senator La Follette is not a thoro going progressive, or radical. 
as one may be pleased to express it. 
He has never got beyond 


the vote seeking stage. When President Taft was making his 
memorable fight for Canadian reciprocity La Follette, scared for 
his political future because of the attitude of the farmers along 
the Canadian border, forsook a cause he knew in his heart was 
right and left the president to his own resources. 
In like fash- 


ion he has always placated the brewing interests of Milwaukee 
solely to retain his clutch on the ^Republican organization of that 
city. Had he been nominated his war record, to use an expres- 
sion of the streets, would have made him "easy picking" for 
both Harding and Cox and the partisan press, with the result 
that no matter how much merit might have been in the pint- 
form on which he stood, his real issues would have been easily 
obscured behind the dust that his opponents would have kick- 
ed up concerning his course during the war.

It is mysterious that the'labor delegates should have been 


quicker to see the poor political strategy behind the nomination 
of La Follette. aside'from tho fact that he was not deserving Ihe 
offer of leadership on a really progressive platform, than the 
members of the Committee of 48, for among those men were. 
scores of really shrewd and experienced politicians. 
I 


,If the truth were known La Follctlo was not really so1 


alarmed about the so-called ultra-radical planks in the labor 
platform as he was about tho more fundamental planks pro- 
posed by the single taxers and other groups represented on ihe 
Committee of 48. 
And as the smoke of battle clears awny it 


begins to look as if the Forty Eighters were not really :us pro- 
gressive as they led the public to believe they v,cre. 


For if they had really been true to the outlines of a plat- 


form they gave out to the press at their meeting in St. L.mis last 
•winter they could easily have found men to head their ticket, 
like Frederick C. Howe.,* Frank P. Walsh, Dudley Field Malone 
and others of national reputation, men who have proved re-j 
peatedly in the past that conviction and principle 
weighed, 


heavier with them than some paltry ollice thrown out to them i 
by old party organiaztions as a sop to restrain them from say- 
ing what they thot about political parties and conditions. 


The labor leaders, on the other hand, were even more in- 


judicious when it came to drafting a platform. There is noth- 
ing in the program they are offering the American people that 
is not covered in the Socialist program, while it lacks the coher- 
ence and careful statement of (he Socialists. As it stands the 1 
new labor party need not have bothered itself about holding a 
convention, unless they take exception to .the leadership of 
Debs. Everything contained in their statement of principles has 
for years been better stated by the Socialists"and most of the 
mistakes they have made have been avoided by the Socialists. 
' 


We believe the Forty Eighters were absolutely right in re-' 


jecting the labor platform, not perhaps for the reasons offered 1 
by the opportunist, La Follette, but because we do not believe 
the American people are yet willing to go into wholesale state 
socialism. We believe our people want less governmental 
coddling of special interests, less governmental inlerterence in 
the conduct of private business, rather than more. 


The labor party will find that neither laborers in the cities 


nor the real farmers will be attracted by their hodge-podge 
platform. There are principles vital enough and policies fun- 
damental enough to base a third party on in this country, just 
as surely as the straddling and cowardice of both Whigs and 
Democrats seventy years ago justified the formation of the Re- 
publican party, but these principles are national, not sectional, 
and as yet have not been discovered by the founders of the new 
labor party. 
. 
. 
There are appeals which, rightly put, will ring true in the 


ears of millions of thinking Americans, but they do not consist 
in cheers for Soviet Russia or Sinn Fein Ireland, nor in bombas- 
tic denunciations of Republicans and Democrats.

ods may be safely left by true progressives to old party poli- 
ticians, for from whatever party they come they bear unmistak- 
able proof on tlieir face of a primary desire to gain office and 
capture the loot that goes with it rather than the more com-

Sen- 
ator Harding decided that, lie, could not 
attend and make an address at JJie 
St. Louis event after his own speech 
of acceptance and before Cov. Cool- 
idge's nomination and acceptance. 


The Senator wrote a special letter 


of explanation to the committee in 
charge of the American legions affair 
at St. Louis, and sent, it. by special 
messenger to make clear the reasons 
for declining the invitation and the 
proprieties involved. "I wanted to go 
to St. Louis for the dedication of the 
hallowed ground and the cornerstone 
laying of the American legion but I 
found that I conld not do so with pro- 
priety and I was forced to decline the 
invitation," said the Senator. "That 
Is all there is to it."
